Introduction 


This cumulative index includes all issues from Volume 24, 
Number 1 (1958) through Volume 44, Number 4 of the Journal 
of the American institute of Planners and Volume 45, Number 
1 through Volume 49, Number 3 of the Journal of the American 
Planning Association (1983). The first cumulative index for 
the Journal, published in 1958, included all material published 
from Volume 1 of City Planning (1925) through Volume 24, 
Number 1 of the Journal of the American Institute of Planners. 
That material is not duplicated by this index. Non-cumulative 
indexes covering several years were also published in 1964, 
1967, 1970, and 1974. In addition, the last number of each 
of Volumes 45 through 48 contains a volume index. Material 
covered by the non-cumulative and volume indexes is also 
contained in this index. 

During the twenty-six years covered by this index, the 
Journal was edited by eight different individuals and was, at 
different times, a quarterly and a bi-monthly publication.
